Rabbi's  Desk 


Some  of  you  may  have  read  The  Life 
of  Potemkin  by  Simon  Sebag 
Montefiore.  Potemkin  was 
Catherine  the  Great’s  consort  and  co¬ 
ruler.  In  an  article  in  the  British  literary 
journal  The  Spectator,  Montefiore 
described  a  remarkable  connection 
between  Prince  Potemkin  and  the 
Jewish  people.  He  was  even  called  an 
observational  philo-semite. 

In  December  1787,  he  founded  a  reg¬ 
iment  of  Orthodox  Jewish  Cossacks  to 
liberate  Jerusalem.  Their  commander, 
Prince  Ferdinand  of  Brunswick,  thought 
they  were  ridiculous  because  they  were

Passover  Dietary  Laws 


Prohibited  Foods 

Prohibited  Foods  include:  leavened  bread,  cakes,  biscuits, 
crackers,  cereal,  coffee  with  cereal  derivatives  in  them,  wheat, 
barley,  oats,  spelt,  rye,  and  all  liquids  containing  ingredients  or 
flavors  made  from  grain  alcohol.  In  addition,  most  Ashkenazic 
authorities  have  added  the  following  foods  to  the  above  list:  rice, 
corn,  millet,  legumes  (beans,  peas,  peanuts;  but  string  beans  are 
permitted).  Some  Ashkenazic  authorities  permit,  while  others 
forbid  the  use  of  legumes  in  a  form  other  than  its  natural  state, 
for  example,  corn  sweeteners,  corn  oil,  soy  oil,  peanut  oil. 
Sephardic  authorities  permit  the  use  of  all  of  the  above.  Consult 
Rabbi  Lincoln  for  guidance  in  the  use  of  these  products. 

Permitted  Foods 

A.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if 
purchased  prior  to  Pesah:  unopened  packages  or  containers  of 
natural  coffee  (without  cereal  additives),  sugar,  pure  tea,  salt, 
pepper,  natural  spices,  fruit  juices  with  no  additives  (frozen, 
canned,  or  bottled),  frozen  (uncooked)  vegetables  (for  legumes, 
see  above),  milk,  butter,  cottage  cheese,  cream  cheese,  tuna  in 
water  (no  oil  added),  frozen  (uncooked)  fruit  (with  no  addi¬ 
tives),  baking  soda. 

B.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if 
purchased  either  before  or  during  Pesah:  fresh  fruits  and  veg¬ 
etables  (except  for  legumes  above),  eggs,  fresh  fish  and  fresh 
meat. 

C.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  either  before  or  during  Pesah:  All  baked  products  (mat- 
zoh,  cakes,  matzoh  flour,  farfel,  matzoh  meal,  and  any  products 
containing  matzoh),  wine,  vinegar,  liquor,  oils,  dried  fruits, 


candy,  chocolate  flavored  milk,  ice  cream,  yogurt,  and  soda. 

D.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  during  Pesah:  Processed  foods  (canned,  frozen,  or  bot¬ 
tled):  milk,  butter,  juices,  vegetables,  fruit,  milk  products,  spices, 
coffee,  tea,  and  fish,  as  well  as  all  foods  listed  in  category  C. 

Detergents:  If  permitted  during  the  year,  powdered  and  liq¬ 
uid  detergents  do  not  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label. 

Medicine:  Since  hametz  binders  are  used  in  many  pills,  the 
following  guides  should  be  followed:  If  the  medicine  is  required 
for  life  sustaining  therapy,  it  may  be  used  during  Pesah.  If  it  is 
not  for  life  sustaining  therapy,  some  authorities  permit,  while 
others  prohibit.  Consult  Rabbi  Lincoln.  In  all  cases,  capsules  are 
preferable. 

Kashering  of  Utensils 

The  process  of  kashering  utensils  depends  on  how  the  uten¬ 
sils  are  used.  According  to  halakhah,  leaven  can  be  purged  from 
a  utensil  by  the  same  process  in  which  it  was  absorbed  in  the 
utensil.  Therefore,  utensils  used  in  cooking  are  kashered  by 
boiling,  those  used  in  broiling  are  kashering  by  fire  and  heat 
and  those  used  only  for  cold  food  are  kashered  by  rinsing. 

A.  Earthenware  (china,  pottery,  etc.)  may  not  be  kashered. 
But  fine  translucent  chinaware  which  has  not  been  used  for 
over  a  year  may  be  used  if  scoured  and  cleaned  in  hot  water. 

B.  Metal  (wholly  made  of  metal)  used  in  fire  (spit,  broiler) 
must  first  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleansed  and  then  made 
as  hot  as  possible.  Those  used  for  cooking  and  eating  (silver; 
ware,  pots)  must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and  com¬ 
pletely  immersed  in  boiling  water.  Pots  have  water  boiled  in 
them  which  will  overflow  the  rim.  The  utensils  should  not  be

(foods  not  Kosher  for  Passover)  to 
the  synagogue.

used  for  a  period  of  at  least  24  hours  between  the  cleaning  and 
the  immersion  in  boiling  water.  Metal  baking  utensils  cannot  be 
kashered. 

C.  Oven  and  Ranges:  Every  part  that  comes  in  contact  with 
food  must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned.  Then,  oven  and 
range  should  be  heated  as  hot  as  possible  for  a  half  hour.  If  there 
is  a  broil  setting,  use  it.  Self-cleaning  ovens  should  be  scrubbed 
and  cleaned  and  then  put  through  the  self-cleaning  cycle. 
Continuous  cleaning  ovens  must  be  kashered  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner  as  regular  ovens.  Microwave  ovens,  which  do  not  cook  the 
food  by  means  of  heat,  should  be  cleaned  and  then  a  cup  of 
water  should  he  placed  in  it.  Then  the  oven  should  be  turned  on 
until  the  water  disappears.  A  microwave  oven  that  has  a  brown¬ 
ing  element  cannot  be  kashered. 

D.  Glassware:  Authorities  disagree  as  to  the  method  for 
kashering  drinking  utensils.  One  opinion  requires  soaking  in 
water  for  three  days,  changing  the  water  every  24  hours,  while 
the  other  opinion  requires  only  a  thorough  scrubbing  before 
Pesah  or  putting  it  through  a  dishwasher. 


E.  Dishwasher:  After  not  using  the  machine  for  a  period  of 
24  hours,  a  full  cycle  with  detergent  should  be  run. 

F.  Electrical  Appliances:  If  the  parts  that  come  into  contact 
with  hametz  are  removable,  they  can  be  kashered  in  the  appro-! 
priate  way  (if  metal,  follow  the  rules  for  metal  utensils).  If  the 
parts  are  not  removable,  the  appliance  cannot  be  kashered.  (All 
exposed  parts  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned.) 

G.  Tables,  closets,  and  counters:  If  used  with  hametz,  they 
should  he  thoroughly  cleaned  and  covered,  and  then  they  may 
be  used. 

H.  Kitchen  sink:  A  metal  sink  can  be  kashered  by  a  thor¬ 
ough  cleaning,  and  by  pouring  boiling  water  over  it.  A  porcelain 
sink  should  be  clean  and  a  sink  rack  used.  If,  however,  dishes  are 
to  be  soaked  in  a  porcelain  sink,  a  dish  basin  must  be  used. 

I.  Hametz  and  non-Passover  utensils:  Non-Passover  dishes, 
pots  and  hametz  whose  ownership  has  been  transferred,  should 
he  separated,  locked  up  or  covered,  and  marked  so  as  to  prevent 
accidental  use.

as  terrified  of  their  own  horses  as  of 
those  of  the  enemy!  What  happened  to 
Potemkin’s  Polish-Jewish  Cossacks  is 
not  clear,  but  it  appears  that  they  were 
involved  against  the  Austrians  in  1809. 
Colonel  Berek  Joselewicz  was  a  Jewish 
hero  in  the  fight  for  Polish  independ¬ 
ence  and  it  is  likely  that  they  joined  his 
regiment.  In  the  mid  19th  century, 
Adam  Mickiewicz  helped  form  another 
regiment  of  Jewish  Cossacks,  Hussars  of 
Israel,  to  fight  the  Russians  in  the 
Crimean  War. 

Prince  Potemkin  also  gathered 
around  him  a  court  of  rabbis  with  whom 
he  loved  to  discuss  theology.  He  never 
traveled  without  them.  One  in  particu¬ 
lar,  Joshua  Zeitlin,  a  merchant  and 
scholar,  became  his  close  friend.  The 
two  of  them,  the  rabbi  with  his  yarmul- 
ke,  would  ride  together  chatting  amica¬ 
bly.  It  was  because  of  his  influence  at 
court  that  the  rather  derogatory  term 
for  Jews  “Zhidy”  was  changed  to 
“yevrei”. 

On  Potemkin’s  death,  Zeitlin  retired 
to  his  sumptuous  estate  in  Byelorussia. 
The  Jews  mourned  the  death  of 
Potemkin;  they  were  never  again  to  have 
such  an  eminent  protector.

Book  of  the  Month:  The  Woman 
Who  Defied  Kings:  The  Life  and  Times 
of  Dona  Gracia  Nasi  by  Andree  Aelion 
Brooks. 

One  wintry  day  early  in  1535,  mer¬ 
chant  banker  Francisco  Mendes  lay 
dying  in  his  whitewashed,  tile-roofed 
home  near  the  royal  palace  in  Lisbon.  It 
was  a  pivotal  moment  for  his  elegant 
wife  Beatrice,  later  known  as  Dona 
Gracia  Nasi.  The  death  of  Francisco,  one 
of  Europe’s  wealthiest  spice  traders, 
offered  Dona  Gracia,  still  in  her  twen¬ 
ties,  an  unsettling  mix  of  promise  and 
peril. 

So  begins  the  remarkable  rise  to 
power  of  one  of  the  greatest  Jewish 
women  of  all  times,  an  international 
woman  banker  who  used  her  family’s 
fortune  and  access  to  the  royal  courts  of 
Europe  to  save  thousands  of  her  people 
from  torture,  ruin  and  death  at  the  bru¬ 
tal  hands  of  Inquisition  officials. 

This  mesmerizing  and  fast-paced 
biography,  made  possible  through  the 
discovery  of  dozens  of  unpublished  16th 
century  documents,  is  filled  with  dra¬ 
matic  details.  We  follow  Dona  Gracia  as 
she  directs  an  escape  network,  fends  off 
greedy  papal  officials,  outwits  both  a 
covetous  king  and  an  emperor  anxious 
to  confiscate  her  fortune  for  their  own 
ends,  and  outmaneuvers  a  resentful  sis¬ 


ter  willing  to  take  extreme  measures  to 
undermine  the  mission. 

In  a  life  that  resembles  an  action- 
packed  thriller,  set  amid  the  resplendentf 
backdrop  of  Renaissance  Europe,  we 
later  watch  as  she  flees  for  her  own  safe¬ 
ty  to  Antwerp,  Venice  and  Ferrara  until 
she  finally  settles  in  the  Ottoman 
Empire  under  the  protection  of 
Suleiman  the  Magnificent.  Once  there, 
she  begins  the  arduous  task  of  resettling 
her  weary  flock  of  displaced  refugees, 
reconstructing  their  shattered  lives  by 
sponsoring  housing,  synagogues  and 
schools  that  will  help  them  return  to  a 
productive  life  and  the  spiritual  nour¬ 
ishment  of  their  ancestral  faith.
